more  like  something  hitting  the  ground.  Z do  not  think  it  was  far  away. 

Zn  fact,  Z arose  and  looked  around  thinking  it  wight  be  the  O.D.*s  jeep 
on  his  routine  check  but  I could  see  nothing. 
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
